South Africa to tlie XorSliivest—An 
Old Boer's Vle« a. 
AlthougU the present minister of ag- 


riculture In tlie Ooruiuion cabinet is 
strenuousiy opposed to the exploitatioa 
of government plans and projects in 
tilt press, aud particularly In the news- 
papers of the Cnitetl States, I have 
learned that a concerted effort is to be 
made to Induce Boer itumigratiou to 
Canada at tUe close of the war, writes 
the Buffalo correspondent of tiae New 
YorlJ Commercial Advertiser. An offi- 
cial who is high in the department of 
agriculture assured lue on a recent vis- 
it to the Canadian capita! tluit the mat- 
ter has I>een the subject Of considera- 
ble correspondence between the Cana- 
dian government auu the British colo- 
nial office and that these will v,-ork in. 
concert vrtten. the time arrives to dis- 
perse the camps at St. Helena and Ber- 
muda, aad begin the work of restora- 
tion. 


"A near relative of mine," said tills 


official, "who was one of the first Brit- 
ish soldiers to fail iuio the hands of 
the Boers at Spion Sop, had long and 
frequent conversations with his cap- 
tors, all of whom expressed their de- 
termination to emigrate from South 
Africa unless the Tvar terminated in ail 
unconditional surrender by the British 
of the country to the Boers. His letters 
to me are in tbe bands of the Canadian 
immigration officials and undoubtedly 
had much to do frilii the project, no-s- 
well advanced, to attract the sturdy 
barghers to this country (Canada). 
Here is a copy of one of the letters in 
question: 


"One of my guards, a picturesque old 


burgher of sixty-two years. We. powerful, 
inured to al' sorts of hardships ana priva- 
tions and as dirty as fas was strong, ask- 
ed roany questions about tho far distant 
British colonies. It was plain to see that 
he was in earnest, for the Boer is a very 
serious animal, and 
In return for tny 


crnluitous lectures on Canada and ius- 
traliu the olO man of ths veldt unburden- 
eO his soul lo me. He was English fcorn 
snd educated, but he harl spent thirty- 
years of his life In roughing it In South 
Africa, am! his ready speech, once he de- 
cided to talk, surprised m?. I was like- 
wise surprised by his general knowledge 
of British colonial affairs. 
Let me assure 


you the Boer is not the ignoramus he is 
so often pictured to be In tho British 
press. 


"This old man 
ioiCt mo that he had 


heard of the proposal by the British to 
apply to subjugated South Africa a sys- 
tem of government similar to that obtain- 
in,'; in Can'jda. 
"It wouldn't work, ho 


?a!d. 
'Canada vras never oppressed by 


British rule, us we have been. Ever since 
tho French were driven out the peopla 
have bter. in accord will) British institu- 
tions. They have delighted In the pres- 
ence of an .TrtTiy of British redcoats that 
htw riot Iieen wholly withdrawn after all 
these years of freedom. 
If Great Britain 


thinks it necessary to maintain an army 
of occupation in peaceful Canada, it would 
apply the same system to the new South 
Africa. Nov.-. the Boers would resent tho 
Inevitable prcsewe of an army of English 
soldiers. It would be very hateful to us. 
The Boer cannot tolerate anything Brit- 
ish. The union jack Is the red raK flaunt- 
ed before the untamable bull. The sign' 
of a British regiment with its flying cot 
ors rouses in him tbe *orst passions oi 
his belligerent nature. Therefore he must, 
emigrate. 
" 'Did you Itnovr that we had received 


overtures from Canada? Well, we have. 
Tho Canadian government otters us free 
transportation for ourselves, families and 
chattels, free fartns for each head of a 
family and each son who ia twenty-one 
years old and government money to assist 
us until we get a start. It seems to ma 
that our condition would ba better there 
than here under a similar system. There 
it Is all worked out. 
Apparently the irri- 


tations incident lo the.solution of such a 
problem have been dissipated. 


'• 'We have a!so been Invited to emigrate 


to the United States. The Inducement to 
accept the Invitation was an offer of z. 
free farm for each head of a family. It's 
a Brand country. 
I don't know -which 


would be best for us. It is highly Improb- 
able that many of the burghers will emi- 
grate to a foreign country. 
They will 


prefer to remain here, where the battle- 


i fields are strewn with the corpses of fa- 
j there, sons and brothers and their asso- 
' ciatlons are congenial-' 


"In. this frame of mind the burgher 


•svonld not be available as an arlditSoii 
to the rapidly increasing cosmopolitan- 
ism of tbe Catmdjan population. But 
he will calm doTrn as soon as active 
fighting bas ceased and turn bis atten- 
tion to the tusk of building up a ne^r 
homestead. 
.If the proposed plan of 


British assistance is accepted, the de- 
partment is of tho opinion that the 
Boer farmer wouii3 be as ready to 
aval! himself of it in Canada as in 
South Africa. Acting on this hypothe- 
sis an extraordinary effort will be 
made to induce him to take np land In 
the Canadian northwest. A considera- 
ble efflux of Boers from South Africa 
Tvonld redace tbe disaffected popula- 
tion1 there and transplant the Ssbtlng 
burjjbers to a land where they would 
soon learn the arts of peace. This ex- 
plains the readiness of the British 
colonial office to act in concert with 
Canada in this most extraordinary col- 
onization scheme.

ICO acres each were allotted to Cana- 
dian farmers :mcl their sons, repatriat- 
ed Canadians from the United States 
and foreigners lust year.
